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Continuation of 1 1 . The Request for Reconsideration is not persuasive, because all of the limitations of independent claim 5 and its 
dependent claims 2-4 are disclosed in U.S. Patent No. 5,133,543 (Eitel et al.). Applicant argues that claim 5 requires that a first row of 
suction openings overlies a first row of suction apertures and the second row of suction openings overlies a second row of suction 
apertures. However, claim 5 is worded broader than this. Claim 5 recites each of said rows of of said suction openings aligned with a 
respective one of said spaced-apart rows of suction apertures. The dictionary defines the term "respective" as "Having reference to; 
related; correspondent". See, e.g., Webster's New International Dictionary, 2 nd Ed. (1939), at page. 2123. As related in the Office Action 
mailed on 3/1 5/06, Eitel et al. shows that the first and second rows of suction openings (7) both correspond with the second row of suction 
openings (2). In other words, Eitel et al. discloses each of the rows of of suction openings (7) aligned with a respective (i.e., a 
corresponding) one of the spaced-apart rows of suction apertures (2), as claimed. Claim 5, as presently presented, does not require one 
row of suction openings to be aligned with one row of suction apertures and another row of the suction openings to be aligned with a 
different row of suction apertures. 
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
